Suppose you 
reduce the surplus to $100,000,000 and the See- 
retary of the Treasury is called on to pay out 
$20,000,000 or $30,000,000, as he may be. 
He must raise that. money which 
is now held to reduce the greenback issue. 
Then we may, in tte course of events, come 
toa time when gold will be at a premium. 
Then the greenbacks will come in for 
gold and where are we? The expenses 
of this Government are $1,090,000 a day. 
We should have enough money on hand for 
the needs of the Government for at least 
thirty days. The $29,000,000 subsidiary coin is 
not atthe disposal of the Government. If they 
are willing to limit the resolution so as 
to provide that none of this $100,000,000 shall 
be used ete forthe purpose of redeeming 
reenbacks, I have no objection to the reso- 
ution. I should not think it wouid pass the 
Senate unless it was limited.

We have no word of defense for those 
city politicians whom the Jefferson City 
Tribune accuses of gathering about a 
rural candidate for a State office the 
moment he enters St. Louis and robbing 
him of every dollar about his person.

CITY ASSESSMENTS. 


For the current year New York City’s 
Tax Commissioners value her real estate, 
covering 26,560 acres, at $1,168,443,137 ap d 
her personal property at $202,673,866, a 
total of $1,371, 147,003. 

Philadelphia’s real estate, covering 82, 
805 acres, is valued at $601,001,971 and her 
personal property at only $10,307,644. 

St. Louis’ real estate covering an area of 
89,276 acres is valued at $185,025,060 and 
her personal property at $30,996,080. 


Personal property is put at about one- % 


fifth of the value of the real estate in New 
York, at about one-sixth in St. Louis and 
at about one-fifty-sixth in Philadelphia. 

The real estate valuation is $45,329 per 
acre and $1,000 per capita in New York; 
$7,258 per acre and $710 per capita in Phil- 
adelphia; in St. Louis about 4, 710 per 
acre and $528 per capita, on the basis of 
the census of 1880 in all three cases. 

The personal property amounts to $7 ,630 


per acre and $168 per capita in New Yorks 


to $123 per acre and $12 per capita in Phil- 
adelphia; to $787 per acre and $88 per 
capita in St. Louis. 

Within her old limits, covering an area 
of 11,504 acres, the St. Louis assessment is 
$162,720,040 on realty” and $29,071,340 on 
personalty. This shows a real estate 
valuation of $14,144 per acre, and per- 
sonal property amounting to $2,527 per 
acre. This shows personal property ex- 
ceeding the New York proportion of one- 
fifth as compared with the valuation of 
real estate. 

From these figures it appears that St. 
Louis owners of personal property are less 
successful in tax-dodging than their New 
York and Philadelphia cotemporaries. 
At least a dozen men are each popularly 
supposed to possess more personal prop- 
erty in Philadelphia than the entire per- 


(sonal assessment of that city amounts to. 


New York’s Fire Insurance Board re- 
ports that theaggregate insurance carried 
by that city in the year 1885 averaged #2, - 
300,000,000, or more than twice the total 
valuation of houses and lands. This proves 
that the personal property insured in that 
city was worth at least $1,150,000,000, or 
more than five times the value returned for 
taxation. 
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EXTRADITION, 

The full text of the new extradition 
treaty, with Minister PHELPS’ exposition 
thereof, is given in our Washington dis- 
patches. It merely adds to the list of ex- 
traditable crimes these four, to wit: man- 
slaughter, burglary, embezzlement or 
larceny of the value of $0 and upward, 
and malicious injuries to property 
whereby the life of any person may 
be endangered, if such injuries con- 
stitute a crime according to the law of 
both countries. The seven extraditable 
crimes specified in the old treaty were 
murder, assault with intent to murder, 
piracy, arson, robbery, forgery and the 
utterance of forged paper. The four 
added crimes do not seem to be added 
more in the interest of England than of 
the United States. The inclusion of bur- 
glary and embezzlement or larceny will 
enable us to bring our bank robbers home 
from Canada. The other two extensions are 
supposed to cover outrages committed by 
dynamiters. but only when the acts com- 
mitted are crimes under the laws of both 
countries. No extradition for acts not 
crimes under our own laws is provided 
for. The new provisions are not to be 
retroactive. The extradition in each case 
is to be subject to and in conformity 
with the laws at the time in force 
in the surrendering State. Political 
offenses are excluded and the extradited 
person can be tried on no charge but 
that on which heis extradited. Another 
new feature is the provision for the sur- 
render of persons already convicted. It 
seems to be as proper to surrender escap- 
ing convicts already tried and convicted 
of any of the eleven crimes as to surren- 
der them for trial. But if this provision 
can be made to cover the cases of ‘‘ticket- 
of-leave“ men and fugitives escaping 
from penal colonies to which they were 
condemned for political offenses, there 
will be considerable and warm opposition 
to it in this country.

THE least that the public and the depos- 
itors in the wrecked Provident Savings 
Bank had a right to expect was that the 
receiver should exercise all possible dili- 
gence in making a statement, and that 
the directors shall help him. Instead of 
this, however, the mystery of the bank’s 
failure is intensified by the mystery 
of the delay in giving the facts to 
the swindled creditors. In the routine 
of banking business the cash is balanced 
every night, the amount of exchange ma- 
turing and of dues from other banks can 
be made up in five minutes, the record of 
bills receivable is a piece of book-keeping 
which ordinarily speaks for itself. Itis 
doubtful if the Provident Savings has 
made thirty loans in thirty days, and its 
total list of notes cannot be a very long 
one. One-fourth of the assets of 
the bank are accounted for in three or 
four items, and it would not take an 
average bank clerk two hours to make 
out a full and clear statement of the 
assets of the bank. Yet such a statement 
is not yet promised, although it fs now ten 
days since the directors discovered that 
their cashier was a liar, a forger and a 
thief. .

Mayor Harrison’s Step-Father. 
Paris (Ky.) Kentuckian. 

Rev. Thomas Parker Dudley, who bore the 
names of his mother and father, died in Lex- 
ington Saturday afternoon at3o’clock. He 
was born near Bryan’s Station, Fayette Coun- 
ty, May 31, 1792, and was, therefore, one day 
older than the State of Kentucky. He was one 
of fourteen children , three daughters and 
eleven sons. 

Eider Dudley was twice married, first to Miss 
Elizabeth Buckner of Clark County and lastly 
to Mrs. Harrison of Fayette, mother of Hon. 
Carter Harrison, Mayor of. Chicago. He only 
had two children, and they by bis first mar- 
riage. Both are dead, but his son, John, left 
two children, Thomas Dudley of Chicago and 
Mrs. Bradford, wife of the present Represent- 
ative of Bracken County. Mr. Dudley was in 
the war of 1812, first at River Raisin, where he 
was wounded and taken prisoner, but was 
saved from massacre by an Indian fancying 
him and afterward selling him to a white 
man. Afterward he was at the battle of New 
Orleans. 

Mr. Dudley became a member of the old 
Baptist Church in 1820, and preached at four 
churches respectiyely fifty-five, fifty-two, 
fifty and forty years. He and his father were 
the only preachers at Bryan Station, and the 
centennial celebration of its organization has 
has recently occurred. Mr. Dudley, after he 
became too blind and feeble to leave home, 
would deliver a sermon every day, as though 
be bad hearers.

On account of the sur- 
ings we cannot employ the opthalmo 
or a my of the retina, or 
undertake to make any’ such delicsé 
observations. We must rely ou 
the evidences that are most apparent. Ti 
presumption is that the prisoger is insane, 
otherwise he would not be arrested, but the 
same care must be exercised in each case not- 
withstanding. Some tests are sure. For in- 
stance, in some cases of insanity the dis- 
turbances of sensibility are so great that often 
the patient prisoner does not seem to 
mind the application of alighted cigar to his 
hand. There is little room for doubt in such 
cases. 
The temperature of the insane is mot re- 
markabie except in cases of melancholia, 
stuprous insanity or cataleptic Katatonia, 
when it often goes down tot deg. It isa mis- 
take to suppose that the temperature gocs 
very high, even in the most violent cases of 
frothing frenzy. Un atest in such cases it will 
be found to be about the same as the tempera 
ture of a sane person, viz., about & deg. 
The best evideace of mental condjtion is the 
face. There is what ts known to doctors as the 
insane expressionu—which ts often so decided as 
to not only enadte us te pronounce the pris- 
oner insane, but to classify the case; as for in- 
stance, the sad, thoughtfal look puts 
the case among the melarscholiac;, the 
blank, silly look of the tfumatic of a 
certain age denotes pubescent insanity.

GREEK GEORGE. 


An Athlete Who Can Speak Eight Tongues 
and Lift a Thousand Pounds. 


A Chicago dispatch gives this description of 
Greek George, the wrestier: Theodore George, 
a Greek wrestler, better known as Greek 
George,came back to his home here last week, 
aiter a wrestling tour of ten months in Col- 
orado, Arizona and the West, in which he 
traveled about 10,000 miles. Heis a powerful 
fellow, standing 5 feet 8% inches tall and 


weighing 182 pounds, with dark, swarthy 
features and a quick temper that often raises 
Ned in a match. ofp 

Not many years ago Greek George was a fire- 
man on an engine, but his prodiglous strength 
attracted the attention of some athletes and 
ledtoa match that first started the Greek 
after wrestling honors. It is not a difficult 
task for him to lift a thousand pounds, and 
with one finger alone he has been known to 
lift 350 pounds clear of the floor for a bet. Mul- 
doon discovered George about four or five 
years ago and took him along to give wrestling 
exhibitions. George was an observing student 
and rapidly picked up the art. Cannon and 
Whistler were out in Chicago at the time and 
saw the exhibitions. They were intensely 
jealous of Muldoon and willing to do anything 
to down him. 

‘*You’re a ‘chump’ to lie down for, that fel- 
low,’’ Whistler told George one day as the 
three met atthe Park Theater. Why don’t 
you throw him; you can do it easily enough; 
and look at the reputation you'd make!’’ 

That's so,. Cannon echoed, ‘‘He’s no 
match for you ‘on the s juare, and you're 
foolish to let him play you that way. 

„He knows more about wrestling than I 
do, George answered, doubtfully, shrewdly 
taking pees & of an opportunity to learna 
few useful points. I'm afraid he’s too good 
for me. : 

‘*‘Nonsense,’’ Whistler answered, falling 
into the wily Greek’s trap, e can teach you 
all he knows in a week.’ 

That was just what George wanted, and 
though he made a great show of reluctance in 
accepting the offer, he never did more work 
in any other week of his life. They taught 
him all the holds and locks they had ever 
beard of, and George has since made good use 
of their instruction. 

The toughest man I met within my trav- 
els,’’ said the athiete, ‘‘was Antoine erre. 
We wrestled three and a half hours at Denver 
and hadtocall it adraw. Six weeks later, 
though, I downed him for $250 a side. Ed 
Chase was backing him and swore that Pierre 
had sold him out. Chase had me arrested for 
obtaining money under false pretenses, but 
the justice dismissed me, and I sued Chase for 
$10,000 damages. It cost him nearly 3400 to 
settle the case. 

‘*Why don’t you go East and tackle some of 
the big fellows?’’ he was asked.

Besid being a wrestler, Greek George 
speaks eight languages—Greek, English, 
French, Spanish, Italian, Turkish, Norwegian.

HALF-MAD MONARCHS. 


Benefits Which Subjects Derive from That 
Kind of King. 
Paris Letter to the London Truth. 


I had a talk afew evenings since with 
Clemenceau, Dr. Ball, the. Forbes-Wins- 
low of Paris, and some other physiologists 
about your theory thata mad King is the 
best kind of monarch for his subjects. 
They agreed with you. But they said it is 
not often a nation could get a monarch 
whom it is possible to class as a lunatic 
from the first hour of his reign, like Otho, 
the present King of Bavaria. What is 
dangerous is a gradual run down from 
weakness of mind to madness. In a de- 
scent of that kind George III. lost Amer- 
ica and committed England to her long 
war against revolutionary Frence, and to 
the Irish policy which the Grand Old Man 
is now trying to undo. 

Philip I., it is now known, was ina state 
of semi-lunacy when he became the grand 
champion of orthodoxy against heresy and 
fitted out the Armada, Mary Tudor’s 
sanguinary policy toward her heretical 
subjects is now explained by a condition 
of neurosis, the germsof which came to 
her from Catharine of? Aragon, sister of 
Joanna the Insane. If Mary had lived a 
little longer she would probably have been 
locked up by Philip, as her aunt had been, 
and died in a state of dementia. The Em- 
eror Paul’s semi-insanity was prevented 
y the courtiers who murdered him, from 
developing into full-blown madness. But 
he contrived, in the short period during 
which he was on the throne, to doa lot of 
mischief. 

Charles XII found Sweden a strong 
State, but owing to the bee that was in his 
bonnet, he left it incurablv crippled, and, 
so far as its Livonian and Finland pro- 
vinces went, at the mercy of Russia. He 
unquestionably had military genius, but 
he was as indubitably a ‘‘crank” (as the 
Americans say) ineverythingelse. What 
saved Bavaria from utter ruin under 
Ludwig II, was the aversion in which he 
held politics and administrative business, 
and his passion for art. He never troubled 
himself about Government so long as he 
was able to pay for his artistic freaks. 
Spam through semi-lunacy of her Haps- 
burg kings—from Philip II to Charles II 
—descended from the ranksof a first-class 
nation to the miserable condition in which 
she was at the time of Louis Quatorz. 
Had they been whole-daft, like Joanna, 
men of ability might have governed in 
in their name. 

I havea theory that no human being is 
good enough to be allowed impunity, and 
that wealth and power with irresponsibil- 
ity tend to make men mad. There are 
certainly few monarchs now, who, polit- 
ically speaking, are all powerful, but 
courtiers treat them as if they were, and 
their palaces remove all checks from the 
exercise of their will, however irrational 
or evil it may be. The late King of 
Prussia became insane in 1848, but he was 
permitted to govern for eleven yeurs 
after. The naturally affectionate dis- 
position of Queen Isabella being allowed 
to run riot by the impunity her 
situation gave her led her to invert 
certain texts of the Koran and then live 
according to them. It is impossible to 
read all the correspondence about Caro- 
line of Naples and her numerous para- 
mours without regarding her as a semi- 
lunatic, much more dangerous than if she 
were wholly demented. The semi-mad in 
private life should be left alone. The 
chances are that they will never stand in 
need of the strait waistcoat, and will be 
able to manage their own little affairs 
fairly well. 

Poor Ludwig was not all his life insensi- 
ble to feminine beauty. He once (it was 
in 1866) fellin love with a Princess, who 
was one of six sisters. She had the un- 
tamed air of a wood nymph, was passion- 
ately sfond of sylvan sports, of dogs, 
horses. and the excitement of hunting. 
As she lived on the edge of a romantic 
sheet of water, on which she often shot 
out in a light skiff, he called her “The 
Lady of the Lake.“ It pleased him to 
come and woo her in secret, and if he had 
a fault to find with her it was that she was 
too coy.

What did he see in a glade? His betrothed 
toying with the locks of the groom who 
had been attending her on an eques- 
trian excursion. He was sitting ona 
rock and she was standin beside 
him, with her waist encircl by one 
of hisarms. The Kingrushed to kill both 
and,as he was tall and muscular he might 
have done so had not the other minstrels 
come to save them. He denounced her to 
her father, a bluff German. She denied 
the evidence of his eyes, and said that 
being subject to hallucinations, he fanci 
he saw what never happened. This 
caused him to relapse into the miscegynous 
state, from which he never recovered, and 
he got to hate even his own mother. As

ness “Point of view. The depression 
in the Texas trade, which depends almost 
wholly upon the ranches and farms for its re- 
sources, is due to the extended drought from 
which that country has been suffering for 
nearly a year past. The cattle are in a critical 
condition, dying by thousands, and the crops 
are a failure. 
This morning Maj. C. C. Rainwater received 
n letter from a cattleman at Farmer, Young 
County, inthe extreme southwestern part of 
Texas, in which a deplorable state of affairs is 
pictured, The Major’s correspondent writes: 
‘I have never before felt as depressed as I do 
now. Our people are in the midst of starvua- 
tion, due to the severest and longest 
drought ever known in this section of the 
country. We have had but one good rain here 
within the past twelve months,in consequence 
of which the country is literally burnt up and 
we have not raised a bushel of corn, wheat or 
oats, and not a single vegetable of any de- 
scription. Loose stock has drifted east in 
search of water, and a great many have died. 
We have no feed, no grass, and in two weeks 
we will have no water. Hundreds of my 
neighbors are leaving the country in wagons,

SAY THE LAW OPERATES BADLY.

Prominent Firms Indicted by the Grand- 


Jury- Grand- Juror Bascome’s Paradox- 
ical Position—What the Agents for 
Hard-Hitting Boomerang. 


@The indictments returned last evening 
against Roeslein 4 Robyn, W. H. Markham & 
Son, H. M. & H. A. Blossom and Benj. Kim- 
ball, the well-known insurance men, were 
generally discussed along Third street this 
morning. The action of Alf. Carr, Superin- 
tendent of Insurance, is strongly disapproved 
of along the street by the indicted agents and 
their friends, The insurance men claim that 
the laws under which these indictments are 
returned is oppressive in its operation. Its 
violation is not denied,even by insurance 
firms which have been slighted by the 
present Grand-jury. ‘‘Here isa list,’’ said a 
well-known insurance agent, of ofticesrepre- 
senting $160,000,000 in assets, and of the 


thirty names given there, I will wager that 


eighteen are engaged in the business which 
Mr. Carr sees fit to designate opprobriously 
as ‘underground insuranee,’’’ . 


None of the indicted agents denied having 
placed risks with outside companies, which 


are not recognized as ‘‘authorized’’ to do.busi- 


ness in this State, but all claimed that in 80 
doing they were acting for the best interests 


of their customers and citizens. 


The last annual report of thejSuperintendent 


of Insurance lists 150 authorized companies. 


With this number it would be necessary for 


each company to issue a policy of $5,000 to fully 
cover some of the first-class risks. Many of 
the companies will not do this, which makes 


it necessary according to the claims of the 
agents, to go outside, thereby violating the 
letter of the law. The agents think that 
Superintendent Carr should not have 
pressed the law against those repre- 
companies authorized by the 
State, who having exhausted the insurance 


facilities furnished by the authorized com 
panies are obliged to go outside for, the protec- 
tion of customers. hey are unbounded in 
ents who, for the 
sake of small gains, take risks on small stocks 
to outside companies, not authorized by the 


statutes. In short, they concede that, while it 


is quite evident it was the law's intent to do 
well, nevertheless, in its present shape, it 
is oppressive on large business interests and 
reputable insurance firms.

In some of the 
southern counties harvest begun lust week, 
and wiil be pees general this week.

Some 
fields show up better than was expected and 
with favorable harvesting weather a fair 
yield will be the result. The estimate of the 
Chicago Farmers’ Review of a shortage 
of 50 per cent of the crop is consid- 
ered to be very much out of the way. 
The very last information on this subject 
shows’. per cent is the outside figure unless 
very bad weather should ensue during the 
next two weeks. The flour market is in the 
same condition it has been infor some time. 
The production is greater than the demand. 
Millers have been rushing out their production 
as fast as possible in view of a prospective 
rise in freights, and unless the demand should 
improve materially very soon it is difficult 
to see how all the mills will be kept 
running. The production last week averaged 
about 20,000 barrels daily. This time last year 
nearly all the mills were shut down owing to 
copes being made on the canal.

The jurisdic- 
tion of St. Louis ae inspectors outside this 
city was discussed, as also the new grades of 
wheat for the 1886 crop. It is highly probable 
the standard of No. 2 will be raised, go fine is 
the quality of this year’s crop.

The hot weather is having a noticeable 
cffect upon the quality of considerable of 
creamery butter, and any at all spoiled is 
given the go-by by purchasers.

PARADE OF ALL NATIONS. 


Third Day of the Bi-Centennial Celebration 
@ at Albany, 


ApBaNy, N. T., July 20.—As the sun rose 
over Albany this morning a national salute of 
thirty-eight guns ushered inthe third day of 
the bi-centennial celebration. The event of 
the day was the Parade of all Nations. The 
hour at which the procession was to start was 
9o'’ciock. Long before that time the streets 
resounded with the strains of martial music and 
the tread of men marching to the rendezvous. 


It was an hour afterthe scheduled time when 
the head of the procession moved. The route 
was from South Pearl street, North Pear 
to Clinton avenne, to Perry street, to Central 
avenue, to Washington avenue, and thence tol 
Eagle street, where the procession was dis- 
missed. Every dwelling-house and business 
building along the entire line of march was 
profusely decorated. The sidewalks on every 
street were crowded with men, women and 
children in holiday garb. Not only was all 
Albany on the streets, but visitors from all 
the surrounding country had come to swell 
the throng. Every boat and train brought 
fresh accessions to the multitude already 
within the city. The sightseers were not dis- 
appointed in the expectations for the strong 
but friendly rivairy between the several 
nationalities represented in the procession re- 
sulted in making it a complete success. 

The procession was formed under command 
of Col. M. J. Severance, Grand Marshal, with 
an éfficient staff. In the first division was a 
float bearing young women representing the 
various provinces of Holland, and dressed in 
typical costumes. Following was a float rep- 
resenting a windmill, with millers in peasant 
costume at work. In this division also 
marched the St Andrews and Caledonian So- 
cieties, arrayed in kilts and tar- 
tans, their stalwart breasts swelling 
with the pride aroused in their hearts by the 
inspiring strains of the bagpipe. In the 
second division were the French Canadians of 
Albany, Troy and Green Island, with a band 
from Pittsburg. They bore the banners of 
Jean Baptist’s Societies. On a handsomely 
decorated float was a flgure of St. John, the 
Baptist, as a child, witha live lamb beside it. 
in carriages rode a number of gayly-dressed 
members of the Lacrosse and Snow-Shoe 


Clubs. 

The Italians, who also marched in division, 
were preceded by an elaborately constructed 
float bearing a ship 544 the Santa 
Maria, with a figure of Columbus, its com- 
mander, in all the bravery ot the period in which 
he lived. Tue third division marched beneath 
the green flag of Ireland. It comprised the 
Hibernian Rifle Corps, the St. Joseph and St. 
Marys societies, the Robert Emmet Associa- 
tion, Hibernians, United Irishman and 
branches of the Irish National League. One 
float decorated in green and gold bore aloft in 
its center the throne on which was seateda 
young lady representing Erin, .while sur- 
rounding her were other young ladies, dressed 
in white and * — representing the four 
provinces and thirty-two counties of Ireland. 
Another float bore figures N Em- 
mett and Parnell, the former with his hands 
bound as a felon. 

In the fourth division marched the Grant

their head was borne a banner bearing the 
figures 306.“ Inthe fifth division were the 
Apollo and Cecilia Singing Clubs.

“THE AMENDED TREATY. 


TEXT OF THE CONVENTION BETWEEN THE 
UNITED STATES AND GREAT BRITAIN. 


Provisions of Article X. of the Treaty of 
1842 Extended to Four Crimes, Man- 
slaughter, Burglary, Embezzlement or 
Larceny and Malicious Injuries to Prop- 
erty—The Same Provisions to Apply to 
Convicted Persons—Some of the Defects 
of the Convention. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

NEW Tonk, July 20.—The full text of the 
convention recently signed in London by Min- 
ister Phelps and the Earl of Rosebery, ex- 
tending and adding to the treaty of 1842, is 
given below, with an explanatory letter from 
Minister Phelps. The convention extends the 
provisions of Article X. of the treaty of 1842 to 
four crimes not therein named, as follows: 
manslaughter, burglary, embezzlement or 
larceny involving the amount of $50 or 
£10, and malicious injuries to property 
whereby the life of any person shall be endan- 
gered if such injuries constitute a crime ac- 
cording to the laws of both countries. It is 
also provided that the provisious of Article X. 
shall apply to persons convicted of crimes 
named in the treaty of 1842 andthe new con- 
vention, as weil as to those charged before 
trial with the commission of them. The con- 
vention is not retroactive; no surrender is to 
be demanded for a political offense, and no 
trial is permitted for any other offense than 
the one for which extradition is requested 
until the person extradited has had an oppor- 
tunity to return to the State by which he was 
surrendered. 

A NEW TREATY NOT NECESSARY. 

In his letter to the Secretary of State Mr. 
Phelps says itis understood between the two 
governments that the convention shall not 
stand in the way of a more elaborate treaty, if 
one is desired, but he expresses the opinion 
that a new treaty will not be necessary. 

The convention is now before the Senate 
Committee on the Judiciary, from which it 


will be referred to the Committee on Foreign 
Affaira. An early and favorable report to the 
Senate is looked for, though the convention 

ay not be ratifiedat the present session of 
Jongress. 

RATIFICATION BY THE SENATE PROBABLE. 
By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 20.—The extradi- 
tion treaty between the United States and 
Great Britain, signed by Earl Rosebery and 
Minister Pheips in London on June 25, the 
main provisions of which were outlined, in a 
dispatch to the POST-DISPATCH recently, is 
herewith given»s in full. The treaty 
is still pending in the Senate, hav- 
ing been reterred for a careful 
examination of the legal points involved to 
the Committee on the Judiciary. From this 
committee it will go again to the Committee 
on Foreign Relations, trom which a favorable 
report is expected at an early day. There is 
at present very littie doubt entertained as to 
the ultimate ratification of the treaty by the 
Senate, though it may not finally be disposed 
of at this session of Congress. The treaty, 
which is accompanied by an explanatory iet- 
ter from Minister Phelps, reads as follows: 


FULL TEXT of the New Treaty—Convention be- 
tween the United States and her Britannic 
Majesty. 

Whereas, by the tenth article of the treaty 
concluded between the United States of Amer- 
ica and her Britannic Majesty, on the 9th day 
of August, 1842, provision is made for the ex- 
tradition of persons charged with certain 
crimes; and 

Whereas, it is now desired by the high con- 
tracting parties that the provisions of the said 
erticle should embrace certain crimes not 
therein specified, and should extend to fugi- 
tives convicted of crimes specified in 
said article and in this convention, the 
said high contracting parties have appointed 
as their plenipotentiartes to conclude a con- 
vention for this purpose namely, the Presi- 
dent of the United States of America, Edward 
J. Phelps, Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary of the United States to the 
Court of St. James, etc., etc., and her 
8 the Queen of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland; the Right — 
ble Archbishop Philip, Earl of Rosebery, her 
Majesty's principal Secretary of State for For- 
eign Affairs, etc., etc., who, after havin 
communicated to each other respective full 
powers, found in good and due torm, have 
agreed upon the following articies: 

Article I. The provisions of-the tenth article 
of the said treaty will be and are hereby ex- 
tended so as to apply to comprenend 
the following additional crimes not mentioned 
in said article, namely: 

First, manslaughter; second, burglary; third, em- 
bezzlement or larceny of the value of $50 or £10 and 
upward; fourth, malicious injuries to propert 
whereby the life of any person shall be endangered, 
ifsuch injuries constitute a crime according to the 
laws of both the high contracting parties; and the 
provisions of the said article shall have the same ef- 
fect with respect to the extradition of persous charged 
withany ofthe said crimes asif the same had been 
originally named and specified in the said article. 

Article II. The provisions of the Xth article 
of the said treaty and of this convention shall 
apply to persons convicted of the crimes 
therein respectively named and specified, 
whose sentence therefore shall not have been 
executed. In the case of a r criminal 
alleged to have been convicted of the crime 
fcr which his surrender is asked, a copy of the 
record of the conviction and of the sentence 
of the court before which such conviction 
took place, duly authenticated, shall be pro- 
duced, together with the evidence that the 
prisoner is the person to whom such sentence 
refers. 

NO PRIOR EFFECT, 

Article III. This convention shall not apply 
to any of the crimes named and specified 
which shall have been committed, or to any 
conVictions which shall have been procured 
prior to the date when the convention shall 
come into force. 

Article IV. No 
be surrendered 
of sald treat or of this conven- 
tion if the crime in respect of which 
his surrender is demanded be one of a politi- 
cal character, or if he prove to the competent 
authority that said requisition for his surren- 
der has, in fact, been made with the view to 
try or punish him for a crime ofa political 
character. 

Article V. A fugitive criminal surrendered 
to either of the high contracting parties un- 
der the provisions of the said treaty or of this 
convention shall not, until he has had an op-

e has been surrendered, be detained or 
tried for any crime committed prior to his 
surrender other than the extradition crime 
proved by the facts on which his surrender | 
was ted. 

Article VI. The extradition of fugitives un- 

der the provisions of the said treaty and of 

the present conven ion shall be carried out in 
the United States and in her majesty’s domin- 
ions, respectively, sub to and in conform 
with the laws regulat ng extradition for the 
time 4 in force in the surrending State. 

Articie VII. This convention shall be rati 
fied and the ratifications ex at Lon 
as soon as possible.

MR. PHELPS’ LETTER. 
The following is the explanatory letter of 
Minister Phelps transmitting the treaty: 
LEGATION OF THE UNITED STATES, | 
LONDON, June 26, 1886. 
To the Hon. Thos. F. Bayard, Secretary of State: 

Sir—I have the honor to transmit herewith 
the convention signed by me on behalf of the 
United States and bythe Rt. Hon. the Earl 
of Rosebery, Minister of Foreign Affairs, on 
behalf of her Majesty’s Government, extend- 
the provisions of the Xth article of the treaty 
of August 9, 1842, between the United States 
and Great Britain, relative to the extradition 
of persons charged with crime. 

ladvised you by telegram on the 25th inst. 
of the execution of the convention. It con- 
forms in all substantial particulars so nearly 
to the form heretofore prepared by me and 
submitted to the Department of State for con- 
sideration, and of which your rors was 
expected, that I have not deemed it necessary 
or advisabie to incu: the delay at this late 
period in the session of Congress of sending it 
to you for further examination before signing, 
and it has n impossible for me, under the 
existing cormMition of business here and the 
long discussion upon minor details that has 
taken place to 1. the matter to an earlier 
conclusion, though I have made every exertion 
to that end. 

The convention is so short andits terms 
will, I hope, be found so perspicuous, that but 
little explanation seems to me _ requisite, 
though to overcome the scruples of some of 
the officers of Her Majesty's Government I 
have consented to add two or three ciauses, 
which, though quite unobjectionable, are, in 
my judgment, unnecessary. But as the con- 
vention, as finally coneluded, is in all its ma- 
terial provisions in accordance with my own 
views as approved by you, I signed those con- 
cessions. As judicious, I add a few sugges- 
tions on the various clauses. 

EXTENDS TO CONVICTED CRIMINALS. 

1. It will be observed that the provisions 
for extradition are extended to persons con- 
victed of the crimes specified in the treaty, as 
wellus those charged before trial with the 
commission of them. This seems to me a very 
desirable addition. If those accused of crime 
should be surrendered in order to be tried and 
punished much more should those actually 
convicted of the Same crimes, but who have 
escaped punishment by flight, be sent back to 
undergo the sentence of the law. 

2. But four additional crimes are 
added by this convention to the seven speci- 
fied in the treaty of 1842. It is not intended to 
be asserted that there may not be other 
offenses proper to be included in an extradi- 
tion treaty. These are the principal and most 
flagrant ones. A large class of crimes justly 
punishable by law, are, in my judgment, not 
only beneath the dignity of a treaty between 
nations, but having different detinitions and 
degrees under different statutes are likely, if 
embracedin such a treaty, to befruitful of 
controversy in its practical application. The 
attempt to enlarge the list of crimes encount- 
ers such a variety of conflicting claims on the 
one side and the other as to render discussion 
almost endless and agreement extremely dif- 
ficult. At my accession to office I found pending 
between the two Governments a negotiation 
for a new extradition treaty, which had been 
going on for nine years without much approx- 
imation toward aresult. The discussion had 
been principally in regard to minor offenses 
and details of procedure unnecessary, in my 
judgment, to be included in 4 
treaty and likely to embarrass its 
adoption. Meanwhile, the constant escape 
of criminals in *r cases, in respect to 
which there would be no dispute, had become 
a scandal to both countries. lam very glad, 
therefore, to obtain your approval to the sug- 
gestion that the existing treaty leaves for after 
consideration the question whethera more 
elaborate one is desirable. 

NO SURRENDER FOR POLITICAL OFFENSES. 

8. The restrictions of the provisions of 
the convention, so far as the udditional of- 
fenses are concerned, to those which may be 
committed after the convention comesinto 
force, is one which is made in treaties of this 
character, and whether important or not, can- 
not, I think, be objectionable. 

4. The provision that no surrender shall be 
made for a political offense is unnessary be- 
cause such is already the established and uni- 
versal rule to which all extradition treaties 
are subject. But its insertion can do no harm 
and the omission might excite comment. 

5. The clause precluding the trial of a sur- 
rendered fugitive for an offense committed 
prior to his surrender, except that established 
by the facts on which his surrender was 
granted until he has had a reasonable oppor- 
tunity for return, has already protected fugi- 
tives from arrest. If anything needs 
to be said in its support I refer to 
the elaborate discussion of the subject 
contained in my dispatch No. 143, under 
date November 23, 1885. I regard this clause 
as not only right in itself and in conformity 
with the true principles of international taw 
in this respect, but specially desirable for the 
United States. It is further to be remarked 
witbout the insertion of it, or statute amend- 
ment to the same effect, that no extradition 
whatever could be made with Great Britain, 
because the act of Parliament in 1870 directly 
prohibits the making of such a treaty with any 
nation, unless provision is made by 
that nation against the trial of a sur- 
rendered person for a crime other than 
that on which his extradition was demanded. 
I do not think a repeal & this act could be ob- 
toined from the British Parliament. It cer- 
tainly could not be at the present time. If, 
therefore, we need to insist upon the unneces- 
sary, and in my judgment, untenable and un- 
desirable proposition, that a man should be 
extradited for one offense in order to try him 
for another, we should be unable to establish 
with Great Britain any extradition arrange- 
ments at all. And I add, that in my opinion 
if the objections arising upon the act of Par- 
liament should be seriously pressed upon 
the courts of Great Britain upon a demand 
for extradition under our existing treaty, as it 
stands without this convention, and in the 
absence of any provisions such as contained 
in this clause, a very serious question will 
arise whether any such extradition could be 
granted. Article VII. is, in my estimation, 


QUITE UNNECESSARY, 
but altogether harmless. No extradition can 
ever take place, whatever the stipulation of a 
treaty may be, except underand in conformity 
to existing legislation for carrying it into 
effect in the country where the sur: 
render is sought. Omission to provid 
such fegislation, or any statute restriction 
incansistent with the provisions of the treaty 
would amount simply to a refusal! to carry out 
the treaty or to a violation of its terms. This 
is not to be attempted in a contract between 
sovereign powers. But should it unbappily 
take place, the remedy is found inthe pro- 
visions of this convention, which are from the 
trea of 1842, by which eitfrer party can 
terminate the treaty by simply giving notice to 
that effect. This clause, therefore only 
formulates in terms the rule of law 
that would equally and unavoidably ap-
